The Barber of Seville 


(ROSSINI) 


COUNT ALMAVIVA, having fallen in love with 
Rosina, the ward of Dr. Bartolo, serenades her in 
his assumed character of Lindoro. He invites 
Figaro, barber and general go-between, to arrange 
a meeting between him and the lady, which is not 
an easy task owing to the vigilance of Bartolo, who 
wants to marry his ward himself. Bartolo's ally is 
Rosina's music master, Basilio. Figaro's efforts on 
behalf of his patron are thwarted more than once: 
but he ultimately gets the Count into the house 
disguised as a drunken soldier. His disguise is, 
however, discovered. 


In the next scene. Almaviva contrives a more 
satisfactory interview by pretending to be a sub- 
stitute music master sent by Basilio, and in that 
character giving Rosina a music-lesson. Figaro 
makes the necessary arrangements for Rosina to 
escape that evening, and marry Almaviva at his 
house. In spite of counter-plots by Bartolo and 
Basilio, Figaro's design succeeds, and the pair are 
happily married with Bartolo’s blessing and 
consent.
